work in the valley of the Nile. I came 
here from Cairo to see it, winding my 
way in and out along the great river.

Assiout is the largés. city in Egypt 
eouth : ‘tairo. It is the capital of 
this part of the Nile valley and is the 
chief center of its commerce and trade. 
Refore the railroad was bullt caravans 
from the Soudan brought great quanti- 
ties of merchandise from Central Asia 
to this point and transferred it to 
other caravans bound for Tripoli, Cairo 
or Suez. The railroad now carries the 
scat of this trade. and the iron tracks 
have been extended from here south- 
ward with but one short break, sup- 
Plied by steamers on the river, to the 
city of Khartoum. 

The Nile valley above Cairo is ex- 
ceedingly fertile. There is not an acre 
of irrigated land in it worth less than 
$200, and most of it would bring $500 
per acre under the hammer. The whole 
region is prosperous and the beggars 
a@re now comparatively few. 

Assiout itself has many new build- 
ings. Not far from the railroad sta- 
tion are brick houses of two and three 
stories which would be considered fine 
anywhere. They are owned by Copts, 
who started life poor and have become 

millionaires. The most of the houses 
of the city are Egyptian in character. 
They are fiat roofed buildings of one,

Licking Postage Stamps. 

(From The Boston Budget.) 
Licking postage stamps ig a very 
practice, and one that few 
people would associate with danger of 
disease of any sort. Of course, illness 
traceable to this cause is rare, but 
that it does sometimes occur no one 
can doubt. But, aside from the dis- 
ease germ theory of abstaining from 
this practice, it certainly is not @ 
cleanly habit, nor is it a necessary 
action. It is a good deal easier and 
safer to lick the envelope, or, what is 
hetter, moisten the corner of it with 
the finger tips and water, and then 
apply the stamp. A wet handkerchief 
will dampen the envelope sufficiently 
to make the stamp adhere. While 
great care is taken in preparing the 
mucilage that is put upon postage 
stamps, it is impossible to insure the 
perfect health of the persons wire han- 
die them. An employee with an in- 
curable disease might spread his ill 
condition through a-whole country. It 
may/ not be necessary to warn every 
one, but those who have never had 
their attention called to the subject 
will not fail, upon a moment’s reflec- 
tion, to see the folly of licking postage 
stamps.

MACHINISTS VOTH INCREASE OF

IN LABOR’S BATTLES 


Mrs. William Robinson, of Atlanta, 
Secretary and treasurer of the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary of the International 
Machinists’ Association, believes it is 
the duty of the wife, sister or dgugh- 
ter of the union man to help. fight the 
battles of organized labor. The aux- 
iliary held its first convention @t the 
Southern hotel, at St. Louis, on the 
2th and |Sth, having been or- 
ganized during the past two years. 
About 30 delegates were in attendance. 

According to Mrs. Robinson it was 
the agitation by the women sympathis- 
ers with organized labor in Georgia 
that has finaly resulted in the enact- 
ment of a child labor law. Mys. Robin- 
Son pointe to this achievement as one 
of the results of a woman's interest in 
her hugband’s affairs. 

“With my husband I began to fight 
for a child labor lew in Georgia 
nineteen years ago,” said Mrs. Rob- 
inson tO a reporter. “It was only 
at the last segsion of the legislature 
that the law was passed, and it will not 
g0 into effect until January. 

“If organized labor never accomtplish- 
es anything else in Georgia the passage 
of this child laber law will be glory 
enough. If I had net sympathized with 
my husband, who is a machinist, I 


rcOuld never have done the wepk for 


the child laber law that |} have. 

“The Woman's Auxiliary of the Fed- 
eration of Labor in Georgia put a child 
labor float in the labor day parade 
three years ago—and afterwards exhib- 
ited it at the state fair—that di@ more 
than any one. other thing to bring 
about the passage of the law. 

“This float showed one party of chil- 
dren at school, another at work fn the 
factories. It exhibited it at the fair 
grounds for two weeks and obtained 
the signatures of thousands of people 
to a petition for a ohild labor law. 

“Every member of organized labor 
should enlist the sympathies of his 
wife. Some men are lazy, and others 
think they are too tired to attend the 
meetings of their unions. The wife 
who takes a proper interest In her 
husband and his work will not allow 
him to miss a meeting of his lodge. 
She will have him there, and not be- 
grudge the time he is away from her. 

“Organized labor will give him 
Shorter hours, and more time to spend 
with hiw family, as well as better 
wages and better working conditions. 
Shorter hours and better wages make 
better citizens, better husbands, he!- 
ter fathers and better homes. Some 
men who do not belong to any union 
never, except on Sundays, see their 
children in daylight. 

“They get up early, drag their wtves 
out of bed to get their breakfast, and 
return home late in the evening. 
Longer hours for men make longer 
hours for women. 

“The wife is the buying member of 


the family. If she {s in sympathy 
with labor unionism, as the wife of 
every member of organized labor 


should be, she will see that she buys 
nothing which does not contain’ the 
union label. She will Insist on heing 


waited on in the stores by union 
clerks, and she will patronize firms 
only that are fair to organized la- 
bor. 

“In oase of a strike she will not 


complain. She will make over her old 
dress and hat and wear them. and feel 


that she is helping her husband by 
dging so. Many a whintng wife has 
heen responsifle for her husband 


breaking his union vows and return- 
ing to work In time of trouble. 

“She will get up entertainments to 
raise money for the strikers, and help 
them in a hundred ways, ff she has 
the union spirit in her. It is the duty 
of every husband to inspire the union- 
ism in his wife, and thus compel her 
to be loyad to his interests. 

“There aré so many ‘Sings a woman 


can do to ala her husband along these 


lines that she should be always ready 
to make the sacrifice that she knows 
will bring better opportunities to the 
workingman and his family. 

“The wife of every member of a la- 
bor organization should be a member 
of a woman’stauxiliary, and she shonld 
stand shoulder to shoulder with her 


husband in his fight for his principles 
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and his right to work under proper 
conditions and at the wages he is ac- 
tually worth. 

“I am a union woman through and 
through, heart and soul. There {is no 
sacrifice thet I am not willing to make 
for the cause I regret that wives, 
daughters and sisters of machinists are 
not organized thoroughly. We hepe to 
carry forward the work until none will 
be left out of the fold. And when we 


accomplish that the union will be far e 
stronger than it is today and in a much | 


better position to command»what it de- © 
sires."’

But now the superintendent has de- 
clared ‘“‘war to the knife” against the 
union. His first move was to peremp- 
torily discharge the president and sec- 
retary of the organization. The union 


at once ordered a general strike, with 
the result as stated above. The mill 
owners declare they will let “rust eat 


up the machinery” rather than recog- 
nise the union, and that no closed shop 
advocate can work for the company. 
Before the union was organized the 
regular hours of work were from 6:30 
a. m. to 6:30 p. m., with forty minutes 
for lunch at noon. There was no reg- 
ular wage schedule and an abominable 
system of ‘docking’ for alleged im- 
perfect work was in foroe. 
ter of course the union got after the 
cruel and unjust system and determin- 
ed to knock it out. Hence the war on 
the union.

Another rich Copt hae established two 
large primary echools here, one for 
boys and the other for girls. In the 
boys’ school there are five hundred and 
fifty pupils, and in that for the girls 
more than two hundred. These schools 
are taught by native Protestants, and 
not one cent of American money is 
spent upon them. 

Queer Christians These. 


I am much interested in the Copts. 
There are about 600,000 of them In the 
country. They look much like the Egyp- 
titans and dress about the same. The 
women veil their faces, both in public 
and private, and until about a genera- 
tion ago the unmarried women wore 
white vells. 

These Caoptse believe in the ancient 
form of Christianity. They are about 
the same Chrietilans as Egypt had in 
Roman times. They claim St. Mark as 
their firat patriarch and say that he 
preached the gospel at Alexandria and 
started the sect there. They have a 
patriarch today, and under him twelve 
bishops and a large number of priests 
and deacons. They have their monks 
and nuns, all of whom lead hari lives; | 
they fast and pray, wear shirts of rough 
wool and live upon vegetables. 

The Copts believe in God the Father, 
and in the Lord Jesus Christ, ae His 
Son. They believe in prayer, and, like 
the Mohemmedans, pray five or six 
times a day. They begin their prayers 
at daybreak and are supposed ‘o make 
five separate petitions before dark and 
to close up with another prayer at 
midnight. As they pray they recite a 
psalm or chapter from the gospel: and 
some have rosaries of beads on which 
they count fofty-one times, saying the 
words: 
“Oh! my Lord bave mercy.” 

After this they close up with a short 
prayer. They wash before praying, 
and pray with their faces turned to- 
ward the east. They believe in bap- 
tism and think that an unbaptised 
child will be blind in the next life, 


| They have fixed times for baptism: a 


boy baby being baptised at forty days 
and a girl at eighty days after birth. 
In the Coptic Churches. 

There are Coptic churches all over 
Egypt, and I find several here in As- 
siout. The average church usually sur- 
rounds a court. It consists of four or 
five buildings, comprising a chapel, a 
hall of worship, the residence of the 
bishop and other rooms. The church 
proper contains an altar which is sep- 
arated from the rest of the room by a 
screen, covered by a curtain with a 
cross worked upon it. Before this cur- 
tain stands the priest and the choir anda 
the more influential members of the 
congregation. Behind. them {sg a lat- 
tice work, and on the other side of it 
are the less important men of the 
church, with the women in the rear. 
Every one is expected to take off his 
shoes when he comes into church, and 
in many of the halls of worship there 
are no seats and the people lean upon 
Sticks while the sermon is being 
preached, The service begins at day- 
break, and often lasts four or five 
hours, so that it is no wonder that 
some of the members of the congrega- 
tion fall to chatting during the preach- 
ing, and business and social matters 
are discussed. 

Do Not Trust Their Wives. 


I am told that the Copts do not trust 
their wives. Bach has but one, but 
he does not make her his confidant; he 
never tells her any of his business se- 
crets, and does not pay her as much 
respect as the native Protestant Chris- 
tians pay their wives. He seldom sees 
his wife until he ts matried, and he is 
forbidden by his religion to marry any 
One but a Copt. As among the Mo- 
hammedans, marriages are usually a 
matter of business, with a dowry bar- 
gained upon beforehand. The favorite 
wedding time is Saturday night, and 
the marriage feasts last throughout) 
the following week. When the mar- 


riage contract is made all the parties | 


to it say the Lerd’s prayer three 
times; and before the ceremonies are 


completed the bride is given a steam 
bath, and her finger naile and toe nails 
are stained. with henna. Prior to the 


ceremony the bride sends the bride- 
groom a euit of clothing, and a woman 
from her house goes to him to see that 
it is delivered properly and that the 
bridegroom is taken to the bath. Thus 
it is provided that both start the mar- 


ried life comparatively clean.

No artist will ever allow for the 
margin of taate. Michael Angelo 


thought Perugino a blockhead. Rey- 
nolds did not think much of Gains- 
borough, and Velasquez held the same 
views about Raphael that Mr. Sickert 
does about Burne-Jones. Such views 
are vastiy entertaining, but they do 
not impugn the importance of a 
painter, and they must not be ascribed 
to those notoricusly holding the con- 
trary opinion. An artist looks to his 
pregecessors for indorsements of his 
own practice or his own ideals, just as 
Whistler claimed Valesquesz and some of 
the Japanese for his ancestors. (The 
pedigree is not always quite obvious 


Heralds.) I have been told that he 
acknowledged Hogarth, but he would 
not hear of Turner or Gainsborough. 
Then we know that Millas thought the 
superb Tiepolo a wretched artist, and. 
his opinion is quoted as showing his 
critical faculty. But when you get a 
painter's estimate of a contemporary 
it is always suspect if not actually 
wrong. If the painter, as I seid, is an 
artist, he cannot appreciate a point of 
view antagonist to his own. Burne- 
Jones falled lamentably to appreciate 
Whistler. Some artists are gifted with 
connoisseurehip of the past, but it is 
in spite of their being painters, not be- 
cause of it, and the claim of modern 
artists to be the only judges of paint- 
ing, past and present, is, I believe, a 
pretentious claim, and one which leads 
to waste places of criticiem, I have 
known many an “old master’ cherished 
as a masterpiece on the authority of 
painters (not Academicans), who “of 
course knew more about it than you.’ 
Even photographs of the original did 
not convince the owner, and Christie's 
hammer alone dissipated the dream. 
Lord Leighton, a thoroughly bad 
painter, was, however, a real con-

“Organize a block Improvement society, 
and allow no weeds to grow on sidewa!k 
area or vacant property in your block.

In every club you find bright, attractive 
women, possessed of culture and means, 
and therefore of leisure hours, who are 
utterly at a loss as to how to put a 
simple motion. Such women usually have 
bright ideas and take the lead, only to 
be forced to eventually step down and 
out because they find that the worid 
recognizes the fact that they are unfit 
to lead. Some have the erroneous idea 
that some women are born to rule, and 
comprehend such weighty matters as 
parliamentary law, and that others never 
could master tg intricacies. This is 
Such a mistake. jt is within the reach of 
every woman of any education to learn 
enough of parliamegtary law to conduct 
meetings in @ serious, decorous, dignifiea, 
fbusniesslike manner. And because this 
fact is being more universally recognized 
every season the time is not far distant 
when a woman who gets up and says. 
Oh, I don't know just what to say; I 
never did understand such serious things: 
somebody please frame that motion for 
me,’’ will be openly ridiculed. And it is 
necessary for personal dignity to main- 
tain ourselves above the ridicule of the 
public. Parliamentary law is the golden 
rule in mathematical terms, accuracy in 
business, economy of time, uniformity 
and impartiality. 


Marriage-Divorce in Egypt.

According to information given from aue 
thentic sources to the writer while in Egypt 
recently, ‘‘there are few men in Cairo past 
the age of 20 years who have not been mar- 
ried at least twice, and the majority of wom- 
en over 16 have made a half dozen or so 
matrimonial experlments.’’

When the first faint line of the North 
Carolina coast begins to encroach upon 
the horizon, involuntarily memory goes 
back to the old Bancroft’s history, where 
many, many, pages voluminously yield- 
ed to a youthful mind, that romantic 
story of Captain John Smith and his 
companions, whd fought a good fight 
with the raging sea, ‘ere the storm 
drove them into Chesapeake bay, and 
changed the settlement of the first 
permanent colony from Raleigh to the 
peninsular of Jamestown, about fifty 
miles above the mouth of the river they 
mamed for their king. 

How real the whole story becomes, as 
your steamer passes between the capes 
the adventtrers called Charles and 
Henry, for the sons of King James. 
When the rolling of your vessel grad- 
ually ceases then old Potnt Comfort 
rises into sight, and a very personal 
understanding of the early voyagers 
point of view. when they found and 
named it Comfort, comes to your inner 
consciousness. 

The green-sodded forts of Monroe jook 
placid and innocent enough, ly!ng like 
a pleasure park close to Hotel Chamber- 
lain. It is hard to realize what a mur- 
derous work they could do upon any 
hostile vessel attempting to pass into 
Hampton Roads. It is safe to say that 
No enemys warship would have tried 
to run such a race at any time this 
Gummer, With so many of our immense 
armored vessels at anchor near by. 

On September ! the outbound Savan- 
mah steamer paseed seventeen battle- 
ships drawn up in noble array upon the 
waters of the Chesepeake, near Fortress 
Monroe. Such a sight is worth a trip 
to Norfolk, if all else were missing. On 
@ steamer passing Point Comfort after 
dark the scene is beautiful beyond de- 
Scription. From the electric bulbs of 
Hotel Chamberlain to Newport News all 
aehine on the coast to the right, the 
@litter of light is passed across the wa- 
ters, gleaming from every mast and top- 
@ail of all the craft in this part of 


Hampton Roads. On the other shore it | | 


meets the exposition frontage, where 
every building reflects its own, and all 
its borrowed light into the water. 

All along the sea walk every pile fur- 
nishes a sparkle, the pier is ablase, and 
@way back behind the central buliding

low—an aurora stolen from the Arctic 
seas. Again, while you look, entranced,

Newport, 
under whose command the settlers of. 
Jamestown “sailed across the ocean 
blue;’” another to the Virginia beach, 
for a surf bath on that splendid line 
of coast, which extends from Cape 
Henry south, for ninety miles, every 
foot of it available for bathing. Hav- 
ing taken your plunge, if you wish to 
wind up the day with an old-fashioned 
Virginia supper, go to the @tzhugh 
cottage, Mrs. H. B. Fitzhugh. There 
will be sofi-shelled crabs, hot fried 
fish, hot holls, waffles, Miss Sally Lunn, 
of your childhood’s acquaintance, and 
other distinctly southern and delicious

' Copper For Gold.

A remarkable story of halfpennies be- 
ing substituted for half sovereigns was 
told at the Manehester city police court 
yesterday, when Henry YDougras Ander- 
son, who had been employed at the 
Manchester branch of the Bank of Eng- 
land and after absconding had been ar- 
rested in Canada, was charged wiih 
stealing £1,081. 

In stating the case for the prosecution 
F. E. Smith, M. P., said that the pris- 
oner’s duty was that of separating light- 
weight gold coins from those of full 
weight, and he had 
weight coins into bags which he had 
to label and sign. On July 3! he absent- 
ed himself, and on August 2 the bank 
issued twenty-five bags of half sov- 
ereigns te’-Messrs. Williams, Deacon's 
bank, and fourteen of them whicn had 
been made up’ by the prisoner, were 
found to have been tampered with, half 
sovereigns having been replaced by the 
necessary number of half-pennies~ to 
make up the correct weignt. Two other 
bags {n the bank's treasury which bore 
his signature were also found to have 
been tampered with tn the same way,

London, September 2!.—English actor- 
managers cannot be sata to be wholly 
engaged in timorously following one an- 
other's footsteps along the narrow path 
of convention, when one of them risks 
@ good many thousands of pounds, and 
the danger of beginning his first big 
geason with an experiment, by produe- 
ing a blank-verse tragedy by an author 
practically, if not quite, unknown ‘0 
the stage, although well known as @&@ 
poet, essayist, and art critic. Oscar 
Asche and his wife, Lily Brayton, tapk 
these risks at His Majesty’s theat®r, 
and deserve the kindest things that can 
be said, for the production was ad- 
mirable indeed in every detail and un- 
Stinted in the expenditure of brains 28 
weil as money. 

Laurence Binyon chose 
Hun, who conquered about all of the 
world of the fifth century excepting 
tome (vide Gibbon) for his hero, Attila 
had a lustful eye on Rome at the time 
of the play. If he couldn't annex the 
empire himself he wanted sons who 
would. But portents at the opentfng of 
the play indicate that Attila is about 
to lose all three of his sons. A sooth- 
Bayer confirms the portents, and it oc- 
eurs to the monarch that it would be 
well to set aside the elderiy mother of 
those three sons, and wed a_ captive 
Burgundian princess that the _ fates 
might be defeated, and incidentally that 
his own fierce -fancy for the prfncess 
might be gratifed. Neither the au- 
dience nor Miss Brayton quite knows 
what to make of this flery Princess 
Iidico. It !s not very clear as present- 
@i from the stage—although doubtless 
the text explains—whether she falls in 
love with the robustious Hun or 
whether she !s merely playing politics. 
Even when her foster-brother is slain 
at her wedding feast by Attila and his 
warriors for attempting Attila’s life, 
she seems only casually concerned. But 
when she discovers that the ambitious 
monarch has put on her finger a ring 
sent by the sister of the Roman em- 
peror, and has just been listening to 
that seductive young lady's invitation 
to come and take Rome and herself 
with it, then the Princess ])dico makes 
{2 clear enough that she is filled with a 
mighty rage, and when the palir leave 
the feast for the bridal chamber’ she 
takes possession of Attila’s sword and 
slays him. 

™he only trouble with !t all is that 
the motives do not stand out, simple 
and sharp, and many of the incidents do 
mot lead with a very certain step to the 
inevitable end. But that is mantfestly 
because of the author's inexperience as 
@ dramatist. There can be no ques- 
tion about his gifts as a poet. Never 
for a moment are his lines cheap and 
tawdry; never aimlessly gorgeous and 
fereiy undramatic. Often they rise to 
a height of distinction that makes every 
one hope that this new author will be 
encouraged to write another play of

She had many 
offers for the dramatic rights of her 
first big success, ‘‘The Divine Fire,”’ but 
declined them all, feeling that tue story 
could not be made sultable for the stage 
without being twisted out of all recog- 
nition. But the new story is much bet- 
ter sulted for dramatization. 

Since the death of Richard Mansfield 
we have been hearing a great many 
stories about him. One of the best of 
these is related in an article by Augus- 
tus Van Biene, the actor-musician. Van 
Biene tells of chumming with Mansfield 
in his early days in Emgiand. Mans- 
field was playing Sir Joseph Porter in 
a one-night stand ‘Pinafore’ Company. 
The two actors roomed together. Mans- 
field's salary was $20 a week and Van 
Biene’s $5 less. At rehearsals Mans- 
field could never satisfy the stage man- 
ager, the late Richard Barker. At one 
of the final rehearsals before hitting the 
road a scene was gone over and over 
again. Finally, Mansfield lost his nerve 
and pleaded: “Please, Mr. Barker, do 
leave me alone. I shall be all right at 
night. I have to act the part, not you.”’

and perhaps next best to that is 
to be an archduchess. For besides 
exalted rank and all the autward pomp 
and show attendant upon it, there are 
other privileges of a more concrete na- 
ture. ‘Free use of the telegraph, tele- 
phone and postal services generally: spe- 
cial railway favors, freedom from cus- 
tom duties and no taxes to pay; and be- 
sides all sorts of free service, or rather 
perhaps forced service, from the recruit* 
doing their three years’ military duty. 
There are other nice things connected 
with being a member of the Hapsburg 
aynasty, such as the share of the family 
entailed estates, yearly appanages and 
wedding dowries, but these are of a more 
private and family nature and do not so 
greatly affect the public at large. 

But the first named class of privileges, 
those connected with the public utility 
services, such as postoffice, railways and 
the like, are often used or rather abused 
in a way as to cause much unnecessary 
inconveniences and sometmes even real 
hardships to the community. For exam- 
ple, when the heir to the throne, Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, g0es to spend a 
few days at his beautiful Bohemian 
country seat at Konopischt, the residents 
in the neighborhood soon know it. 

How Archdukes Abuse Telegraph. 
“Let one of them go to the village post 
oice to send a telegram, and the 
ehances are that the official refuses to 
take it In. Or if he does it ig quite un- 
For 
the office is already flooded with mes- 
sages stamped with a big ‘‘S,” signifying 
“Staats,” or state service, which take 
precedence over all the rest. These are 
the daily messages coming and going be- 
tween the archduke’s castle and his peo- 
ple in Vienna and elsewhere. 

He pays nothing for sending them, but 
nevertheless, some private person, pre- 
pared to put down his good money, can- 
not get a wire off because of the masg of 
free stuff of the archduke. There is noth- 
ing for him to do but either to run the 
risk of his message lying around the of- 
fice all day waiting transmission or else 
driving or walking some miles to the 
nearest big office. To the public this is 
the most annoying, because the imperial 
telegrams are not on state business or 
ef state, or indeed any other importance. 
On the contrary, they deal only with the 
most ordinary things connected with the 
private family daily life, such as orders 
of provisions from Vienna for the kitcb- 
en, and a thousand and one trivial in- 
guiries which could just well have 
been sent through the post. But the im- 
perial lackeys find it less trouble to wire 
than to write letters, especially when 
they know it costs nothing. 

It is not only the residents in the neigh- 
borhood of Konopischt who suffer. For 
the Archduchess Marie Valerie, the em- 
peror’s favorite daughter, is as great an 
offender, or nearly so, as her cousin, 
Francis Ferdinand. When the arch- 
duchess is at her Danube castle, Wallsee, 
the local telegraph wires are to all prac- 
tical purposes out of service so far as 
the public are concerned. This lady has 
nine little archdukes and archduchesses 
whose wants are more numerous than 
@an possibly be imagined-at any rate. 
they seem to require a lot of telegraph- 
ing. And what applies to the abuse of 
the telegraph wire applies even more to

Not long ago the 
dealers in picture postcards, who can be 
numbered by hundreds, received circulars 
eent out by the chamberlain of Francis 
Ferdinand offering to supply picture post- 
cards of the archduke and his family 
taken at Konopdscht, at a very low rate. 
The prices included free delivery by reg- 
istered post. Also the circulars came 
through unstamped.

TO BRING UP BOY 


Estimate from Infancy To 
Maturity Is $25,000, 


APPLIES TO MIDDLE CLASS 


Expenses of Educating, Clothing, 
Feeding, Nursing, Amusing, Ex- 
tras in a Broad Sense, Is 
Included in Schedule 
for Different Periods 
“of Life.

London, September 2!.—What does it 
cost a man to bring up, educate, clothe, 
feed and amuse his boys from birth to 
the days of “‘economic independence’’— 
that is, when they may be expected to 
commence to carve out a career for 
themselves? 

The question has been raised by a 
socialist orator in the United States, 
who has put the total cost at $25,000 
for each boy in the American middle 
classes. Inquiries made by a Daily 
Mail representative tend to show that 
the cost in this country is certainly 
not less. 

The following figures must be taken 
to apply only in the case of a man who 
wishes to give his sons a liberal edu- 
cation in the broadest sense of the 
word. Life may be divided for the boy 
of such a parent into four periods—the 
nursery, the preparatory school, Eton, 
and Oxford. In the actual experience 
of one boy whose father enjoys a com- 
fortable income, the following sums 
were spent during these periods: 


In the nursery, age ! to 3, 8

with the sums which richer men’s sons 
spent. On $1,750 a year he was just 
able to maintain the friendships formed 
at Eton and pay his way. 

During this period the father paid 
30 guineas entrance fee and 10 guineas 
annual subscription for a club in town 
and 10 guineas entrance and 5 guineas 
subscription in order that he might 
The al- 
lowance for traveling and holiday ex- 


| penses was kept at $500 a vear from 


the time he entered Eton until he left 
the university. At school his pocket 
money was $25 a term, with mid-term 
tips. 


Lady Godivwa’s Ride. 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 


As recently told, Coventry has been cel- 
ebrating the chief event of a legend of 
mercy achieved through a supreme act of 
self-sacrifice—the story of how Godiva. 
to take away a grievous tax, rode un- 
clad through the streets of Coventry and 
won relief for the people. The town 
was then a village of some 350 persona, 
all of whom, according to the chronicle, 
remained indoors during the ordeal. 
There was no ‘‘Peeping Tom” in the orig- 
inal legend—that is an invention of a 
later and degenerate age. During the 
reign of Henry II] a charter was grant- 
ed the town for an eight-day fair in 
celebration of the famous ride, but not 
till the time of Charles II was there a 
commemorative procession in which Tom 
found a place. Since that time at in- 
tervals Lady Godiva festivals have been 
frequent, and in the celebration of Au- 
gust 7 the solitary ride through desert- 
ed streets was represented by a mile 
long procession, with {50,000 Peeping 
Toms staring at the music hall artist 
who personated Godiva. A beautiful me- 
dieval legend is thus degraded to make 
a show for the British and foreign Phil- 
istine. The degradation of the touching 
story embalmed in verse by Tennyson 
was complete. All of which leadg one 
to flect that the most enlightened na- 
tiors of our time are, after all, but a few 
degrees removed from barbariam, if we 
judge them by such incidents as this.

HEIRESS IS BOMBARDED 
BY ANONYMOUS LETTERS 


Special Cable. 

London, September 2!.—That beautl- 
ful mansion on Carlton-House terrace, 
owned by Lord Curzon, once occupied 
by Joseph Choate and now leased by 
Antony Drexel, is being bombarded by 
scores of abusive letters from the 
United States. Many of these letters 
are mysteriously worded, a majority 
are anonymous and all are addressed 
to Miss Margaretta Drexel. 

Miss Drexel is the 18-year-old heiress 
of the Antony Drexel millions. She 
made her debut in London society this 
last season, and at Cowes was a noted 
belle at the most exclusive’ social 
functions of theemefiting season. The 
letters, whic are arriving daily, are 
mostly abusive. Some are worse. 
They all protest against the beautiful 
young heiress’ alleged intention of 
abandoning society and the Protestant 
faith to enter a Roman Catholic con- 
vent. The Drexel household is natur- 
ally thrown into a state of violent un- 
rest by the activity of these letter 
writers. Despite the fact that they are 
1ddressed to Miss Drexel herself, none 
reach her. The mail arriving at 
Carlton-House terrace is closely ex- 
amined, especially that from the 
states. No chances are taken, and 
where there is any doubt of the sender 
the letters are immediately opened 
and later burned. Miss Drexel sees 
none of them. In fact, she does not 
know that the persecution still con- 
cinues. 

The Drexels are all at the country 
house they have leased in Wiltshire. 
‘wey are entertaining a large house 
party for the shooting. But in London 
they have left Mrs. Antony Drexel’s 
private secretary to receive the letters 
and to guard against Miss Drexel re- 
ceiving any of them, or a_ possible 
crank caller. 

[ saw the secretary the othe: day 
about the extraordinary state of af- 
fairs. It is due, he declares, to a story 
emanatine from Chicago, 
Miss Drexel’s retirement into a con- 
vent. The persecution, he thinks, is 
an organized one, and has its head- 
quarters also in Chicago, for a major- 
ity of the letters 
marked from that city and the sur- 
rounding western country. The mo- 
tive for such an organized perescution, 
if there is one, is quite a mystery. 
There is no clew whatsoever to the 
letter writers, those who sign names 
giving no addresses. The police have 
as yet not been appealed to, but action 
will certainly be taken by Mr. Drexel 
if the letters continue much longer. 

The convent canard is current in 
London. Indeed, I heard it at one of 
the clubs only the other day, with 
many embellishments. 

London is much interested in -Miss 
Drexel. She made her debut at one of 
the royal courts in the spring, and 
ffom that moment was one of the 
spoiled darlings of society. She was 
regarded as the greatest beauty, the 
richest debutant and the most accom- 
plished girl in the great world of Lon- 
don. Her success was really wonder- 
ful. She fascinated everybody. King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra signaled 
her out for special attentions, and 
openedly expressed their admiration. 

mrs. Antony Drexel, herself one of 
the leaders of American society this 
year and the acknowledged best dress- 
ed woman in town, spent a fortune 
on her daughter’s gowns and jewels. 
On good authority I have it that the 
young American belle received three 
and four offers of marriage every day. 
Marquises and peers of all ranks, 
diplomats, the great men of the day 
worshiped at her shrine. The three 
months’ history of this fair American 
uuring the past London season would 
read like a chapter in the romance of 
some youthful queen. 

Little wonder then that London was 
startled at the whispered announce- 
ment that Miss Drexel had determined 
to enter a convent. As I heard the 
story, there was so much detail that it 
seemed bound to be true. 

It was told me that Miss Drexel’s 
grand-aunt is Mother Katherine Drexel 
of the Convent of the Sacred Heart at 
Torresdale, Pa., and that it was in this 
convent that the fair Margaretta had 
determined to become a nun. In her 
own words she is allegwed to have said: 
“The more I see of the world and its 
ways the more I have realized its hol- 
lowness and sham.

I can never be happy of 
it or in it.” ueen Alexandra is re- 
ported as being so touched that she 
wept.

Miss Drexel, during 
the height of the dancing, was missed. 
The search revelled her kneeling, in 
all the pomp and vanity of her glit- 
tering ball dress, at the foot of the 
crucifix in her little white bed room, 
praying for those below who through 
the giddy waltz were enmeshed in 
the wiles of the world, tne flesh and 
the devil. 

The official denial of the Drexel 
family, given to me the other day, 
brands this circumstantial story as ab-

London, September 2!.—The cause of 2 
i|cold shiver running up and down the 
back of the British public has been 
removed. The old palace at Richmond, 
linked with the royal houses of Eng- 
land for full four hundred years, whicn 
has been on the market for some time 
and which, it was feared, would fal] into 
the hands of that ever-present bogey, 
the American millionaire, has been cor- 
ralled by an Englishman. And therein 
lies a tale of how the American million- 
aire missed a grand opportunity of be- 
coming possessed of a royal palace with 
ghosts, a hidden treasure and a history 
of royal occupancy extending over four 
centuries. 

It is doubtful if many other palaces in 
England can show a pedigree so long as 
that of the house at Richmond. It dates 
back to the fourteenth century, when Ed- 
ward III lived therein, and brought his 
long reign to a close by dying within 
its four walls. 

Servants were not as decorous or as 
honest in those days ag they are today, 
for we read that immediately it. became 
known that the monarch was dead his 
domestics pillaged the castle and carried 
off almost everything of value. That 
was rather hard on his heir, but the lat- 
ter does not appear to have suftered very 
much, for with the help of his famous 
master of works, Geoffry Chauter, Rich- 
ard JI added considerably to the ®Suild- 
ing. Anne, queen of ‘Richard IT, died 


within its walls, whereupon that mon- 
arch, out of grief and misery, razed the 
palace to the ground. It was subse- 
quently restored by one of the Henrys. 

A wonderful story of buried treasure 
dates from the occupancy of Henry VII, 
who died in the palace after a residence 
of eight years. He is said to have left, 
buried in its secret vaults, $9,000,000 in 
gold, jewels and plate. History fails to 
supply the interesting news as to wheth- 
er or not it was recovered by any future 
occupant and there is a bare chance that 
it may still be hid away beneath the 
walls of the building. 

Much-married Henry VIII lived there 
for a while, as did his daughter, ‘‘Bloody 
Mary.” During the latter’s interesting 
reign it served as a prison for her sister 
the “Good Queen Bess,” upon whom it 
wag finally settled. Queen Mary came 
there with her newly wedded consort, 
Philip of Spain, and the couple spent 
the happiest time of .their married life 
within its confines. 

The last royal personage to live in the 
old castle’ was Queen Charlotte. As tt 
stands today, it is but an inconsider- 
able portion of the original Palace of 
Sheen, as it was known. It has five re- 
ception rooms and ten.bedrooms. The 
major portion of the palace was pulled 
down during the civil war. The remain- 
ing portion, however, stands just as it 
was restored by one of the eany Henrys 
—one of the most interesting historical 


relics of the England of the past.

So far, the cotton that is being 
grown in the empire is not an ap- 
preciable quantity, not sufficient to 
affect the price. To bring down 
price, however, is not 
object. What is wanted 
the basis of supply, for the broader 
the basis the steadier the supply. 
cashire uses in a year four of the 
eighteen million bales which consti- 
tutes the world’s cotton crop, 
three of those four millions come from | 
the United States. Among the coun- 
tries from which the fourth million 
is drawn, Egypt is the principal. From 
India less than 200,000 bales are used, 
as the cotton is not good enough, for 
Lancashire spinners are confining 
themselves more every day to the finer 
classes of manufacture, and such goods 
as America is supplying to China Lan- 
eashire does not supply at all. 


Whither Lancashire Is Looking. 
As this empire movement. develops 
Lancashire is looking to*the West 
Indies to supply the best cotton in 
the world—the sea island—which at 
present ccmes from South Carolina 
and Florida. From the West Indies 
she will probably have 7,000 bales, of 
a value of $1,000,000. To East Africa 
Lancashire is looking to supplement 
the Egyptian crop, the quality of cot- 
ton between sea island and American. 
From Uganda, British East Africa, and 
mritish Central Africa, 5,000 bales are 
expected this year, probably worth 
$500,000. But, of course, the biggest 
bulk of the. cotton Lancashire uses is 
American, and for this quality she is 
looking to West Africa, and more par- 
ticularly Northern Nigeria.

CONSERVATISM BUT---REA DJUS1 MENT. 


Two interesting and emphatic views of the question now uppermost in 


the public mind—the regulation and control of corporations—are published |» “The Reverend Billy Sunday and'! 


by The Constitution today. One is the leading editorial from the current 
issue of The Journal of Labor, of Atlanta, the other a communication from 
Mr. John T. Hearn, of Victory, Ga., a man who, evidently, gives more than 
superficial or passing thought to important public questions. 

Both are appeals for conservatism, for that saner middle course between 
the let-alone policy on the one hand, and the extremity of radicalism on 
the other, in dealing with the great corporations, notably the railroads. 

The Constitution presents them as examples of current thought upon 
the foremost problem of the day, both in state and national councils. That 
they are, in a measure, perhaps, somewhat ultra-onservative will not lessen 
their interest. } 

The Journal of Labor, it must be admitted, views the situation in the 
light of recent events. The time has come when the results of the policies 
to which the people gave their indorsement have begun to affect seriously, 
whether necessarily or for ulterior motives, the class which it represents 
and for which it speaks. The reduction of forces at the railroad shops and 
elsewhere, may or may not be a part of a game of bluff, as has been 
alleged, but that it has come and is a materia] fact cannot be questioned. 
[It is a result that was not altogether unforeseen. 

We do not suppose that Mr. Hearn would go any further than The 
Journal of Labor. We take it, though his letter seems to swing somewhat 
far from the popular view and in the opposite direction, that what Mr.

It is equally true, on the other hand, that there can be no halting until 
there is written into the law the full measure of protection for’ the people 
against corporate oppression. 

Conservatism must, therefore, recognize the necessity for readjustment 
without jumping at the conclusion that because it may here and there in- 
voive temporary injustice, the whole country is going to wreck and ruin. 

The people may be impulsive; they are not unjust. They may be de- 
pende upon to deal fairly with every class of person and property. 

Out of it all, therefore, will come, ultimately—and we believe the day 
is not far distant—a safe an stable readjustment which will secure to both 
the people and the corporations the full measure of their rights, making im- 
probable, if not impossible, the oppression of either by the other.

to stand, It depreeates the modern 
tendency to lead men away from the 
old, established religious moorings 
and leave them floundering in an un- 
charted sea. It holds that the men 
who believes in a fire and brim- 
‘Stone hell, who believes that the 
whale swallowed Jonah and in three 
days cast him up, who believes that 
Adam and Eve dwelt in the Garden 
o? Eden and were driven thence as 
punishment for eating the apple of 
the forbidden tree—that the man who 
preserves his childlike faith in all 
these things is to be envied and 
strengthened, instead of weakened in 
his belief. 

Lest, however, the reference to The 
Constitution by The Post in the spe 
cial connection in which it is used, 
might be taken in some quarters as 
ar indorsement by us of the beliefs, 
methods and parts of speech of the 
Reverend Billy Sunday, we direct 
more particular attention to this sub- 
ject. 

In an article in The American Mag- 
azine, which brought forth all the 
talk, Lindsay Denison quotes the 
Reverend Mr. Sunday as addressing 
his congregation in this wise: 

The devil isn’t anybody’s fool. Lots of 
men will tell you that there isn’t any 
rdevil. That he is just a figure of speech, 
‘a poetic personification of the sin in our 
natures.’ People who say that—and espe- 
cially the sneaking, time-serving, hypo- 
critical ministers who say that—are liars. 
liars! Liars! They are calling the holy 
Bible a lie. I'll believe the Bible before 
I believe old Mother Eddy and a lot of 
time-serving, tea-drinking, societified, 
smirking ministers! No, sir! You take 
God’s word for it: There is a devil.’’ 

He reminds his hearers that they 
will chase down town like the dogs 
were after them, if they find their 
iusurance has been permitted to lapse 
for a day, “but you have waited 
twenty, thirty, forty, fifty years with- 
out taking out any insurance for your 
immortal soul against the fires of 
hell.” 

The warning is well put and no 
gcod orthodox believer will find dif- 
ficulty in indorsing the sentiment and 
agreeing that it is timely. Still, the 
vigor with which he denounces more 
weak-kneed ministers will cause a 
shudder to pass through all but the 
more vigorous churchmen, 

The Reverend Mr. Sunday was once 
“the fastest base runner the National 
League had ever known.” He is now 
a regularly ordained clergyman of the 
Presbyterian faith. In his appeals fo 
the throne of grace, this strange min- 
ister is so simple and direct as to 
shock some timid people. As an evi- 
dence of his petitions we reproduce 
the following: 

Oh, dear Lord Jesus, save Fairfield! 
Bless Mount Pleasant, Stockport and Bir- 
mingham and Batavia and er—er—bless— 
\(the evangelist opened his eyes, turned 
around and in an ordiary conversational 
tone questioned his secretary): “What Wag 
that town we went to the other day, over 
there on the railroad, Honeywell? Oh, 
yes, Eldon.” (Again closing his eyes and 
resuming the higher pitched tone of ad- 
‘dressing the Almighty)—‘‘Bless Eldon, 
dear Lord, and Packwood and Richland 
and Pleasant Plain. And oh, dear Lord, 
if you think it’s any use, you might 
tackle those Brighton editors. But, dear 
Lord, be careful—take along a bottle of 
disinfectant. I don’t know as you can do 
much with them, Jesus, but if you think 
it’s worth while, try it, Lord, try it! And 
if you try it, here’s a pointer, Lord, wear 
rubber gloves.” 

From all accounts the Reverend 
Mr. Sunday is not only phenomenally 
successful in his efforts at evangeliz- 
ing, but the people brought into the 
fold through his ministrations in a 
gratifying number of cases “stay put” 

The reverence, the solemn awe, the 
spirit of piety in which the average 
minister approaches the average text 
does not appeal to this twentieth cen- 
tury preacher. He is not hampered 
by precedents and is disdainful of the 
limitations which commonly obtain. 
in preaching of the temptation of 
Corist in the wilderness, he quotes 
the devil as follows: 

“He says: ‘Son of God, hey?” He looks 
the lowly Savior over from his weary, 
sweat-stained brow to the ragged hem of 
his dusty robe and he says: ‘Son of God! 
Are you the man that’s been going up 
and down the country passing as the Son 
of God?’ 

“And Christ, all weary and alone, says: 
‘Yes, that’s right.’ 

“And the devil laughs. ‘Say,’ he says, 
‘I'm not 80 easy as all that! @’m from 
Missouri; you’ve got to show me! Make 
good! Turn some of these stones into 
bread and get a square meal! Produce 
the goods!’” 

Whatever else may be thought of 
the reverend gentleman’s preaching, 
it cannot be charged that he talks over 
the heads of his congregations. He 
brings the Scripture down to their 
level; he talks to them in the ver- 
necular; he exhorts them in the style 
of vigorous directness common to the 
baseball diamond and the street; he 
translates the Bible into the slang of 
the day and paraphrases the sacred 
text with a freedom that is startling 
in its realism. 

Who shall say that he is lacking in 
reverence or appreciation? If he 
turns wayward feet into the straight 
and narrow path, other guides there 
are to conduct to a more rarified at- 
mosphere of religious veneration.

The appeal of National President C. S. Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, 
to the members of the union and the cotton growers of the south, published 
today, breathes courage, confidence and strength. 

It should be read and pondered and heeded by every southern cotton 
farmer. To those who are in the ranks The Constitution would say with 
President Barrett, “stand firm.” Those farmers who are outside the ranks 
of the union should be impelled by mutual sympathy and mutual interests 
to cooperate in the great work. Loyalty to the union on behalf of its mem- 
bers in the fight which is now joined will increase the world’s respect for 
the organization, for its aims, its pu s and its power. 

Fortified by the victories of the past two years, the Farmers’ Union 
goes into the fight of the present season with the confidence which past suc- 
cess inspires. They have the organization, they have the warehouses, they 
have the sympathy of 90 per cent of southern bankers and business men. 
Every financial and moral support which may be tendered the farmers will 
be profferred for their encouragement. 

Backed by an organization of 1,000,000 men and with all the facilities 
of banks and warehouses at their disposal, only grit and courage is needed 
to win the fight. 

Victory this year, insuring a minimum price of 15 cents for every bale 
of cotton marketed, will vastly stimulate and prosper every line of business. 
It will mean pouring added millions into this section in return for the cotton 
crop. Whether that return shal] be six hundred millions or nine hundred 
millions rests with the farmers. 

Even southern mill men would be benefited by the victory of the Farm- 


ers’ Union. This may seem a remarkable statement to those who believe|: 


that the sole idea of the cotton spinner is té6 secure his raw material at as 
low a price as possible. It is, however, not so much low prices as equitable 
and stable prices that the spinner seeks. When the Farmers’ Union can take 
out of the hands of Wall street the function of fixing the price on his cotton 
crop, the era of standard prices for cotton will be ushered in. When the 
Farmers’ Union minimum price is the price that will prevail tnroughout the 
cotton season, mills can make their contracts for cotton on this basis, with- 
out fear of future depression as the result of speculation. Thus the southern 
cotton mills, instead of being the enemies of the cotton farmer, would like 
to see him exercise his rights as the master of the situation, 

President Barrett says: 

“THE FARMERS’ UNION WHEN IT FIXED A MINIMUM PRICE, 
KNEW MORE ABOUT THB SITUATION THAN ANY COTTON GAMBLER 
OR COMBINATION OF COTTON GAMBLERS. IT WAS NOT FIXED 
UPON AN IMPULSE OR UNCERTAINTY, BUT AFTER DELIBERATE 
STUDY AND INVESTIGATION,” 

When cotton growers from every section of the cotton belt met at Little 
Rock to fix a price on their crop, they had at hand all inside information, 
all the data, statistics, figures and opinions needed for an intelligent 
estimate, . 

In fixing a price they considered not only their own production, but the 
world’s consumption. No cotton bear, combination, clique or coterie of 
cotton gamblers could have given them any new pointers on the factors of 
supply and demand. They might have shown the farmers how figures could 
be juggled and manipulated, but such advice was not wanted. After due 
deliberation the farmers fixed the minimum price at 15 cents. The indica- 
tions are more favorable to their securing this price than they were for 
securing 10 cents two years ago. The reason is pointed out by President 
Barrett: 

“You hold the key to the situaltion. You have the cotton: You 
have the warehouses. If to these you only add the courage, the business 
stamina @nd the common sense to hold your own, you need not fear 
the future’”’ 

That the farmers are holding their crop is proven by the statistics com- 
piled by both the New York and New Orleans exchanges as to the movement 
of the staple so far this season. Secretary Hester, of the New Orleans ex- 
change, in his Friday’s statement, showed the receipts since September 1 
were 80,000 bales less than for the same period of last year and 300,000 
less than two years ago. The New York exchanges figures are substantially 
the same. The total visible supply so far is 1,385,576, and of this amount 
only 449,923 bales have been sold. 


It was inevitable that some cotton would be sold. Some was sold before | 


the crop was made and brought probably not more than 111-2 or 12 cents 
a pound. But 95 per cent of the crop is still in the hands of the farmers. 

Regardless of this fact, speculators have already sold the year’s crop 
several times over. The farmers have sold less than a half million bales. 
Speculators have sold probably fifty times as much at prices ranging around 
11 cents. What does this mean for the farmers? 

It means that if the speculator who has already oversold the crop is 
not ale to buy from the farmer at 11 cents or lower, he will pay a hand- 
some price for his presumption. It means that he is betting the farmer will 
yield, will break his agreement, will weakly decline to stand for his rights. 

Will the farmer do it? 

We believe not.

Goubtless, the pitiable end is not yet 
fn sight. And the railroads must know 
by sad experience ‘hat to allow - 
chinery to get into a state of unrepal 
damages it incaleulabl, and takes Sev- 
eral years’ work to get in repair arain, 
with resulting loss to the railroads ot 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

And death and disaster by way ot 
many horrible wrecks on account oO; 
lack of repairs of machinery, and tracks, 
follow pitilessly, with the further result- 
ant loss of thousands upon thousands 
of dollars in damage sults, besides “he 
immeasurably greater loss of human 
life and the bitter fears of widows and 
orphans. 

It is claimed in some quarters, largely 
responsible for this deplorable condition 
of affairs, that all this is a game ot 
“hluff’ on the part of the railroads = 
retaiiation for the drastic legisiation of 
the last few months throughout the 
country, federal and state, and to deter 
further legislation of such character, 
that sufficient time has not elapsed for 
anv hardship of legislation to mnifest 
itself in loss of revenues for 
closing down of railroad operations. 

Certainly, corporate management 
pecially railroads) has been incompe- 
tent and oppressive during the past de- 
cade in its dealings with the people, 
and railroads are themselves larg(&y 
responsible for stirring "he wrath of the 
people, who are Slow to anger, but, 
surely, these managers could not be 80 
hopelessly idiotic and asinine as to at- 
tempt such a costly, disastrous ‘*hnluff. ’ 

No, they are dreadfully in earnest 
now, as well informed investigators 
know; the railroaus haven't got the 
money, and they can't get it in the face 
pf the traffic onslaught made upon them 
everywhere. It is not the absolute 108s 
of revenues to date, which is causing 
all these unfortunate conditions; @ mor 
and wild threats of aberated propa- 
gandists, and piebaid, pesky politicians 
eause the money lenders and investors 
of England, Holland, Germany and 
France, and of our Own country, to 
take fright and to nail dgwn the lids to 
their coffers, which prevents tre rail- 
roads for borrowing money. 

When President Roosevelt began his 
fight against corporate agression and 
oppression, The Journal of Labor was, 
perhaps, the first newspaper in the 
south to boldly commend his course, 
but even this honest, redoubtable re- 
former has gone too far. And all the 
hosts of satellites, taking advantage of 
the juse resentment and wrath of the 
people, are going to even more drastic, 
exterminating lengths than Mr. Roose- 
velt. Verily, history is repeating 
itself. 

The railroads need rigorous regula- 
tion, not extermination. Our friends, 
the Farmers’ Union, in demanding 
lower passenger rates, whether wisely 
or unwisely, were acting as the farm- 
ers have always acted—in a fair spirit 
—demanding advantages which must 
Inevitably accrue to all citizens alike 
and through its officials, in a spirit 
ef concession, expressed their willing- 
ness that the railroad commission of 
Georgia should establish a rate of 2 1-2 
cents per mile on all the railroads, 
without discrimination, which, if 
adopted, would have probably satisfied 
the railroads. 

Although the farmers are the biggest 
shippers, they have not asked a single 
reduction in freight rates on farm 
products. They are willing for the 
railroads, under strict regulations, to 
make remunerative revenues, if there- 
by they, the farmers, can secure 
prompt transportation of their prod- 
ucts, safe travel for themselves and 
their families, and to the end that new 

ailroads and extensions may be built

Discussing this subject Prince Ito showed 
a depth of feeling unusual in a Japan- 
ese. 

“It is right,” he declared, “and there- 
fore must be Gone. It must succeed if 
it is possible of human accomplishment.” 

Ito Oppeses Annexation. 

Prince Ito has been opposed steadfast- 
ly to the annexation of Korea, and this 
against his friends and advisors. In- 
stead, he drew up a program providing ) 
for equitable land laws, a fair system 
of taxation,:the protection of life and 
property, education for everyone, the es- 
tablishment of fair courts of justice and 
the stern abolition of corruption. 

The estimated cost of these reforms to 
Japan is $10,000,000, in five years, and 
this has been approved. It will not be- 
come a@ tax wpon the Korean people but 
is an investment by Japan, 

Prince Ito said that annexation {fs no 
part of the emperor’s plan unless it 
should prove quite unavoidable. 

“T have no reason not to take associ- 
ates and the public into my confidence,” 
continued Prince dito. “I have no de- 
sire for secrecy. The ten million peo- 
ple of Korea will more quickly become 
the friends of Japan if they are 4ac- 
quainted with the fact that my program 
ig directed entirely to the relief and as- 
sistance of the poorer classes by means 
of good laws, equal taxation, education 


and justice.

The Gulf Compress Company owns or | 
controls thirty-one compresses in the 
south, eighteen of which are located in 
Mississippi. 

The suit was brought by District At- 
torney Thames directly as the result of | 
the purchase of an independent com- 
press at Vicksburg by the Gulf Com- | 
press Company. It was alleged by the 
State that this compress was purchased | 
in violation of the Mississippi anti-trust | 
law, which prohibits one corporation | 
from purchasing ‘he interests of a 
competitive corporation. For defense, 
the Gulf Compress Company set up 
that the Vicksburg independent plant 
was purchased from an individual, to 
whom it was sold a short time pre- 
viously by the old corporation. 

Back of this proceeding are numerous 
complaints from cotton men of Vicks- 
burg and the sections of the state 
over the alleged discrimination of the 
Gulf Compress Company in handling cot- 
ton. 


History of the Case. 
When the district attorney filed his 


suits here a temporary order was is- 
sued by the chancellor restraining the 
operation of all plants owned by the 
company in the state. 

The hearing. of the suits was taken 
up Wednesday. On Thursday Chancel- 
lor Hicks issued a relief order allow- 
ing the presses to resume operations 
pending the decision of the suit. 

Wednesday afternoon attorneys for 
the state and the compress company 
were closely together for several 
hours in an effort to effect a compro- 
mise, but were unable to reach a de- 
cision. and the hearing was resumed 
today. 

The state was represented in the 
hearing by Attorney General Fletcher 
District Attorney Thames and Attor- 
nevs Catchings and Catchings. 

Attorney G. L. Fitzhugh, of Memphis, 
appeared fas chief counsel for the Gulf 
Compress. Company and was assisted 
by Attorneys Smith and Hirsch, of 
Vicksburg. 

Immediately following the decision an 
agreement was. entered into between the 
plaintiff and defndant whereby th de- 
fendant’s property at Vicksburg is to 
be operated by a committee of three 
persons to be appointed by the Vicks- 
burg cotton exchange.

In Mrs. Clark’s affidavit, which was 
taken at Indianapolis on April 11, 1907, 
in the law offices of Ex-Governor W. S. 
Taylor, of Kentucky, she says that her 
maiden name was Ivzlu Williams and 
she was born at Bothwell, Menifee 
county, Ky., but lIfved most of her life 
and at the time of Goebel’s murder her 
home was at Mount Sterling, Ky. She is 
a niece of Judge Frank Day, of French- 
burg, Ky., and also of James Williams, 
of the same place. She has a cousin 
named Gertrude King, who lived at 
Maysville at the time of Goebel's mur- 
der. Miss King* was at that time keep- 
ing company with John Sanford, of Cov-? 
ington, Ky. ~ 

Two Girls Saw the Marder. 

Upon the day 6f Goebel’'s murder the 
two girls went to fPrankfort, Ky. They 
started to enter the statehouse by the 
rear entrance, and wher on the steps a 
shot was fired. At the same time they 
noticed a man standing just inside the 
door whom they recognized as Sanford, 
In a minute a second man came running 
out of the building dressed like a moun- 
taineer and carrying a rifle. He ran tp 
Sanford and said:

That man was recognized by the affi- 
ant as her friend, Turner Igo, of Far- 
mers, Rowan county, Ky. Both men ran 
out of the building to a fence, where 
Sanford gave a pair Of shoes which he 
was carrying to-Igpd, who exchanged his 
boots for them.

Admiral Strongly Resents the 
Proposition to Surrender 
the Islands, 


UNITED STATES NEEDS 
PHILIPPINES IN TRADE 


The Admiral, Singularly Enough, 
Stresses the Commercial Impor- 
tance of Islands to United 
States Imatead of Their 
Military and Naval 
Value. 


Washington, September 2!.—Admira] 
Dewey strongly resents the proposition 
that has been discussed in a more or 
less academic manner to surrender tne 
Phillipines, which, of all men, he was 
a leading factor in bringing under the 
American flag. 

In an interview today the admiral 
set out clearly the reasons which im- 
pel him to insfst upon the retention 
of the islands. Singularly enough, in 
view of the fact that the admiral is a 
man of war by trade, the strong point 
of his argument is not based upon the 
military or naval importance of the 
archipelago, but almost altogether up- 
on the great value, present and pros- 
pective, of the Phillippines to America 
in the extension of our trade with the 
Orient, which he regards as holding 
out the best promise of commercial ex- 
pansion. 

Hold the Philippines, Says Dewey. 

“Abandon the Philippines! I don't 
believe our country will ever do that. 
Certainly it should not, because it has 
altogether too much at stake. It is 
only our control over the Philippines 
that makes it possible for us to insist 
upon the open door in the east, to- 
ward which our diplomacy has been di- 
rected for a number of years. We 
want our share of the enormuus com- 
merce of the east, and we cannot keep 
the door open for it unless we hold 
the islands. 

“Why did Spain for two hundred 
years dominate the commerce of the 
Orient? Just because she had the bay 
and harbor of Manila as a great com- 
mercial and naval base. That base can 
be just as useful to us commercially 
as it was to Spain. For the past ten 
years every strong European nation 
has been trying to get a foothold for 
commercial and naval purposes in east- 
ern waters—Germany, England, France 
and Russia. 

Islands Rightfally Obtained, 

‘"Phrough the forces of war the 
United States obtained, rightfully and 
without chicanery, the best and most 
strategic position possible, giving us 
superior nuval and commercial advan- 
tages over the other ‘nations. What 
sort of common sense would it be for 
us to give up such a position? 

“Suppose we should dispose of the 
Philippines and Japan should acquire 
them. See how the islands stretch 
along the coast. Here are the Japanese 
islands, here is Formosa, which Japan 
owns, and then come the Philippines. 
If Japan had them, she would com- 
mand every gateway to the Orient and 
the United States would be completely 
shut out. 

“Every one concedes that the Orient 
is the future great field for tie princi- 
pa! commercial nations of the world. 
We ought to be the leaders, but we 
must at least have a share in the en- 
terprise, and in order to do s0 Wwe 
must maintain the positions we have 
occupied through force of circumstance 
in that region. I am talking: now of 
the purely commercial phase of the

Congress Resognized Needs. 

“Congress has recognized our needs 
in’ the Philippines and has appropriated 
liberally for fortifying the island. Mod- 
ern guns are being mounted, a large 
dry dock has been located in Subig 
Bag, troops are stationed in the Island 
of Luzon and in every way congress 
has shown its desire to protect the is- 
lands from foreign aggression and also 
to establish a base for possible mili- 
tary operations. 

“It has been frequently said that the 
United States has assumed responsibil- 
ity in the Philippines which it cannot 
pass over to other hands. I do not care 
to discuss this phase of the situation, 
except to say that I believe the Amer- 
ican people will never shrink from such 
responsibilities as were assumed for 
them when the United States took over 
the Philippines. 

“TI want to emphasize my belief that 
the United States as a world power 
will always have commercial and diplo- 
matic interests in the far east and can- 
not maintain itself properly without a 
base of operations. The United States 
cannot withdraw from its present én- 
terprise in the east, but must go for- 
ward seeking its share of the advan- 
tages and sustaining its share of the 
responsibilities.”

It is more than probable that there will be 
two state conventions itn Georgia in 1908. 

This fact was brought out in the governor’s 
room yesterday morning when @ 
party of visitors were discussing the coming 
presidential campaign. 

A reference to the party platform in Macon 
finds no time named when the primary 
shall be held, but it was recalled that a 
resolution was adopted to the effect that it 
be not before the Ist of July.

Jury in the Case of the Murder of 
Robert Adams Finds the Jones 
Boys Guilty With a Rec- 
ommendation to 
Mercy. 


Eatonton, Ga., September 2!.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At 8:30 o'clock this morning 4 
verdict was reached in the cases 
against Albert and Porter Jones. The 
jury was out all night and brought in 
a verdict of guilty with a recommen- 
dation for mercy. 

Judge Lewis passed sentence, and 
gave the boys 99 years imprisonment. 
Motion for New Trial. 
Attorney Cooper made a motion for a 
new trial, and the judge fixed the date 
for hearing the motion on the “hird 
Monday in October, at Gray's, Jones 

county. 

In passing sentence Judge Lewis said 
that the evidence against Albert was 
not satisfactory entirely. A new trial 
will necessiiate a change of venue, as 
the jury box of the county was almost 
exhausted in making up the jury for 
this trial. 

Robert T. Adams, for the murder of 
whom the Jones boys were convicted, 
was a well known planter, and a mem- 
ber of a prominent family. 

Story of the Crime. 

The crime, it is charged, was one of 
the most briutial in the criminal history 
of the state. A family feud of several 
years’ standing was the cause of the 
murder, in which two boys, Porter, 
aged 19, and Cree, 23 years of age, were 
convicted. 

About five years ago Cuyler Jones, a 
brother of the Jones boys, was commit- 
ted to the insane asylum at Miledge- 
Ville, having lost his mind on account of 
business reverses. After a few months 
he was paroled from that institution 
as harmiess. Soon after his return 
home, it is charged, he began to threat- 
en the lives of a number of Putnam’s 
best citizens, in revenge for his loss of 
property. : 

« Robert Adams came upon him, it is 
charged, in the act of killing Calhoun 
Adams, a younger brother, and shot 
and killed Cuyler Jones. He was tried 
and acquitted. This is claimed began 
the feud.

Surey Being Made in South- 
em Appalachian Mountains, 


15 CONGRESSMEN IN PARTY 


Trip Through Proposed Forest Re- 
serves Will Be Mainly on the 
Ratlroads, but Many Car- 
riage Trips Will 
Be Taken. 


Washington, September 2!1.—(Specia).)— 
In accordance with the act of the last 
congress, a survey is being made of the 
proposed forest reserves in the southern 
Appalachian and White mountains, and 
the forest service desires before making 
its recommendations in the matter to 
have a@ number of senators and repre- 
sentatives see some of the country in the 
Southern Appalachians, which is under 
consideration. A ten days’ trip of in- 
spection is therefore being considered. 
to give opportunity to study at first hand 
the character and importance of the pro- 
posed reserves, and to confer with the 
forest service on the ground regarding 
its recommendations. The trip would be 
nade between October 22 and 30; would 
begin at Asheville, N. C., and would ex- 
tend through the states of North Caro- 
‘lina, South Carolina, Tennessee, hen- 
tuaky, and would give an opportunity to 
see the identical ground where it is pro- 
posed to establish the reserve as nothing 
else could do. 

Travel Mainly 

The party would consist of about 
twelve or fifteen members, and would 
travel mainly on the railroads, but car- 
riage trips into the areas inaccessible to 
the railroads would be made daily, it 
being the purpose of the forest service 
and others interested in the passage of 
the bill now before congress to see 
every available foot of the _ territory 
possibie in order that when the time 
for action arrives this winter they will 
be in a position to act intelligently. 

l’rom the time of meeting at Asheville 
until the party disbands, its members 
would be guests of the forest service. 

William L. Hall, acting forester, in the 
piace of Gifford Pinchot, has the mat- 
ter in hand, and he believes that the 
plan now under consideration is the most 
feasible that could be suggested and 
would allow those congressmen __inter- 
ested in the measure to gain a consider- 
able’ amount of valuable !nformation. 

The exact counties and locations to 
be visited in the states named are now 
being worked out by Mr. Hall and with- 
in a few days the entire itinerary of the 
trip will be completed. He is now in 
correspondence with the  representa- 
tives and senators of the states interest- 
ed in the Appalachian park bill with ref- 
erence to their presence on the trip. 

Last winter a hard fight was made by 
the North Carolina senators and con- 
gressmen and other members to get 
congress to pass the bill appropriating 
three million dollars for the purpose of 
establishing the Appalachian park re- 
serve, but on account of the strong op- 
position to the’ measure by Speaker Can- 
nou it was not allowed to come squarely 
before the house for a vote. However, 
its advocates succeeded in securing an 
appropriation of $20,000 with which to 
make a survey of the proposed terri- 
tory, and that work has now been com- 
pleted and the recommendations of the 
forest service will be made when con- 
gress meets this winter. 

Will Save Millions. 

In the hearings before the house com- 
mittee on agriculture last winter it was 
unmistakably proven that the passage of 
d4his bill would mean the saving of mil- 
lions of dollars to the people of the 
southern states annually, and though a 
hard fight was made to secure its pass- 
age. the speaker's opposition prevented 
such favorable action being taken.

Sevenly-Seven Japanese Put 
on Steamer and Sent Away, 


WHITES THREATEN VIOLENCE 


They Declare the Asiatics Shall Not 
Work in the Diggings — Premier 
Laurier, of Canada, Discusses 
Riots and Refuses to De- 
mounce the Treaty 
With Japan. 


Seattle, Wash., September 2!.—Seven- 
ty-seven Japanese miners arriving at 
Atlin Thursday night to work in the 
mines were escorted to the river steam- 
er Gleamer by 300 men yesterday 
morning and started back toward Van- 
couver. The white miners served no- 
tice upon the Japanese that if they 
did not stay away violence would be 
shown in protecting the diggings 
against Asiatic labor. ‘ 

The Japanese are almost destitute 
and will be turned loose in Skagway, 
Alaska. 

Premier Laurier on Asiatic Riots. 

Ottawa, Ont., September 2!1.—Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier has sent the following 
telegram to Mr. Verville, M. P., in reply 
to a request from the Dominion trades 
and labor congresses that notices be 
given to abrogate the Japanese treaty 
and that meantime the importations of 
Japanese be kept down to the number 
arranged for some time ago between 
both countries. 

“Ottawa, September 21, 1907.—Alphonse 
Verville, M. P., President Trades and 
Labor Council, Winnipeg, Manitoba.—I 
have given due consideration to your 
request that immediate steps be ‘taken 
to terminate the treaty with Japan. I 
would observe that this treaty when 
brough in existence some fifteen years 
ago, did not apply to Canada, and that 
some few years ago, in response to the 
repeated expression of public _ opinion, 
and with a view of affording to Cana- 
dian producers an opportunity of taking 
their share of the growing Japanese 
trade, the Candian government became @ 


party to that treaty, and that it was 
unanimously ratified by the Canadian 
parliament. The treaty has proved of 
great advantage, and our trade with 
Japan under it has considerably  in- 
creased. 


Not Against Japanese Specially. 

“You base your appeal for the denun- 
ciation of this treaty on the allegation 
that a crisis has arisen {n_ British Co- 
lumbia by reason of the unprecedented 
influx of Japanese. Whilst it is true 
that most regrettable incidents have 
lately occurred in Vancouver, there 
seems reason to doubt that the cause 
was the influx of Japanese, as I am in 
possession of a telegram from the may- 
or of Vancouver, which has been ren- 
dered publics, which expressly avers 
that the disturbances were directed 
against Asiatics generally, rather than 
against Japanese. Under such circum- 
stances, any precipitate action might be 
regrettable, and before committing them- 
selves to such a course, the govern- 
ment thinks that they should § care- 
fully inquire into the causes which, in 
the recent past, have caused a greater 
influx to our shores than previously of 
oriental people.

NATIONS FAVOR 
PRIZE COURT 


Proposition Is Adopted by 
the Hague Conven- 
tion. 


The Hague, September 2!1.—The sixth 
plenary sitting of the peace conference 
today attracted an unusually large au- 
dience. Many members of the interna- 
tional seismological and dairy con- 
gresses, which were meeting here, were 


present.. 

The peace conference adopted an 
amendment to the project on the treat- 
ment of neutrals in the territory of 


belligerents, which does away with the 
contradictions pointed out by Baron 
Mareschal Von Bieberstein in the pre- 
vious proposal on the same subject. 

In the course of tne discussion re- 
garding the establishment of an inter- 
national prize court, Senor Esteva, 
of Mexico, announced that the Mexican 
delegation would now vote in favor 
of the proposition, as the modification 
permitting a country interested in a 
case to have its own judge on the 
tribunal largely did away with the ob- 
jectionable features of the earlier pro- 
posal, which, he said, contravened the 
principle of the. equality of nations. 

Senor Esteva added that while Mex- 
ico would support the proposition to 
establish a prize court, she aid not 
withdraw her opinion, repeatedly ex- 
pressed against the project to estab- 
lish an internationa] court of perma- 
nent arbitration if based on a princi- 
ple contrary to the equality of the 
states. 

ane proposition to establish an inter- 
national prize court was ultimately ap- 
proved, Brazil alone castipg a vote 
against it. Russia, Japan, Siam, Ven- 
ezuela, Turkey and Persia abstained 
froin voting. 

On the motion of President Nelidoff, 
tne proposition in regard to the con- 
vening of the third peace conference 
introduced September 19, was unani- 
mously adopted, together with expres- 
sions of gratitude to Emperor Nicho- 
las as the initiator of the conferences 
and to Queen Wilhelmina fomher hos- 
pitality. 

Prior to the vote, M. Tsuzuki, head 
of the Japanese delegation, drew cor- 
dial applause because of his expres- 
sion of appreciation of the personal 
initiative of Emperor Nicholas in 
briuging about the meeting of the 
conventions.

ERS SAY MESSAGES 


ARE SUBJECT TO DELAY 


Concerning the recent declaration of 
thetelegraph companies that messages 
would no longer be ‘‘subject to delay,” 
the strikers have the’following to say: 

The statement SF the telegraph companies 
that there will be no further delay on mes- 
sages out of Atlanta to all points and that 
the ‘“‘subject to delay’’ has been taken off, 
is a bluff, pure and simple. 

This statement was given out first with 
a view of disheartening the striking telegra- 
phers and get them to return to work. In 
the second place, it was given in order that 
the public will again commence filing bust- 
ness with the telegraph companies, which 
since the strike they have been sending by 
United States mail or by telephone. 

The public, and especially those business 
men who depend upon the telegraph for 
communication, realized from the first week 
of the strike that business was being delayed 
in such a manner that it was unsafe to trust 
the telegraph and have been using other 
means of communiacgtion. This being the 
ease, the business of the telegraph companies 
has been so short that half of the men in 
their offices have been tidie, and to main- 
tain their grounds which they have taken 
they must elther bluff the public into filing 
business again or concede to the strikers’ 
demands. , 

We, the telegraphers, know that if the pub- 
If¢ rush these offices with business as they 
did before the strike that it will be impos- 
sible to handle the business, as their few men 
. on duty are mostly fncompetent men and a 
normal business could not under any con- 
sideration be handled. We give this out as a 
Warning to the public in order that they 
may avold any losses by this bluff which 
“the companies endeavor to run. 

On account of hte companies having handled 
but very little business since the strike they 
now find that they are unable to keep up 
the large salaries and are withdrawing them, 
much to the dissatisfaction of the atrike- 
“breakers, and as a consequence many are 


quitting their keys, thus crippling the com- 
panies and putting them in a far worse state 


than they were the first day of the strike. 
The railroad commissions of the several states 
are demanding that the smaller offices of the 
states be opened and kept open. To do this 
the companies must take from their emall 
forces in relay offices and place their men 
out at small way stations, thus again crip- 
pling their service. 

Wall street men in New York are arranging 
for a conference to discuss a plan to end the 
strike. The chambers of commerce and boards 
of trade throughout the country are com- 
plaining of the wretched service perpetrated 
upon the public by the telegraph companies. 
Business men throughout the country are 
commencing steps whereby they believe the 
strike may be brought to an end. The produce 
exchange in New York 4eclared yesterday 
that they were losing money daily on ac- 
count of the strike and branded the claims 
of the telegraph companies as false, that 
their service was now the same as before 
the strike. The small force which they now 
have at work is about one-tenth of the force 
which they had before the strike. It is posi- 
tively ridiculous for anyorie to think that 
the companies can do their normal business 
and without delay, with 90 per cent of their 
telegraphers on a strike. 

The telegraphers are prepared to stay out 
indefinitely. Seventy-five per cent of those 
who struck have secured good positions in 
other lines of work and the balance are be- 
ing amply supplied by the union. Money is 
pouring in from all sides for their as- 
sistance and nothing now can cause their 
determination to flag.

We are making it safe for them 
to extend their business into Canada 
without fear of a tar: war, which 
would otherwise make sucn an invest-

Georgia Trustees Will Discuss 
Financing of $100,000 
Institution. 


There will be a meeting of the University 
of Georgia trustees in the state Iibrary at 
the capitol Tuesday miorn!’¢ at 10 o’clock, at 
which time the financing ca the new §100,000 
agricultural college, recently erected on the 
campus at Athens, will be discussed. 

There will be a meeting of the special com- 
mittee, of which Governor Smith is chair- 
man, to meet in the private office of the 
governor at 9 o’clock to perfect the plans for 
the commencement exercises. 

At the regular meeting of the trustees Dr. 
Soule, the president of the college, will be 
present and will outline a plan of publicity 
by which to advertise the agricultural col- 
lege. This plan includes a car to tour the 
state while fitted out with attractive ad- 
vertising matter showing the advantages of 
an agricultural education to the Georgia 
farmer. 

The board will doubtless take some action 
toward borrowing about $25,000 with which 
to operate the college until the general as- 
can make an appropriation for this 
college next year. None was made in the ap- 
propriation bill this year for the. reason it 
was thought that the price of fertilizer tags 
would be increased from 10 to 25 cents a 
ton and this would furnish suffitient revenue.

the farm were a careless contingent, 
whd did not take the peaches and pre- 
serve them. 

In all fruit-producing sedions the 
canning and preserving imdustry thrives, 
and is successfully carried on in many 
cases by women. It would esem that 
here in Georgia would be the most 
flourishing home for such an industry, 
and that both the farmer and his wife, 
during the ‘good old summer time” 
would be ready to can and preserve their 
fruits when they could not succeed in 
shipping them fresh. 

Mayhap this very ‘Jack of facilities’’ 
in the matter of shipment, will inspire 
fa thrift and energy about making the 
best of whak we have, and may give 
impetus to an industry which would do 
away with the monopoly enjoyed by 
canning industries ih other sections. 

It seems ridiculous that a Georgia 
housekeeper should ever buy fruit pre- 
serves, especially peach preserves made 
anywhere outside of her own state. 

If recent national legislafion is emn- 
forced sellers of cheap goods in the line 
of canned foods, preserves, jellies, 
pickles and the like, will no longer be 
able to undersell the mative products 
purely preserved and put up by the 
wives and daughters of Georgia fruit- 
growers, under the shade of trees from 
which the fruit grows. 

There is a premium being placed on 
the pure and unadulterated preserved 
and pickled foods, amd government ex- 
perts are employed to examine into all 
processes and methods employed in such 
industries. When the resources of Geor- 
gia are considered in this line it would 
seem that the state educational insti- 
tutions for women, especially those 
looking to the right education of the 
women of the small towns and rural 
districts, would insist upon training in 
this particular industry being a part of 
ihe curriculum applied. 

Modern education is becoming more 
and more exacting in the idea of the 
educational system being adapted to the 
people, rather than that the peopie be 
adapted to ithe system. 

In all that is going to be done fn the 
matter of agricultural education in 
Georgia it must not be forgotten tha’ 
there is a place for woman tin agricul- 
tural development—that there are cer- 
tain branches in which they should have 
their training—one of which should be 
a knowledge of dairy and fruf: and 
vegetable products. 

The management of the forthcoming 
state fair are making an effort to ex- 
cite an interest among Georgia wo- 
men in the industries properly theirs,

man’s handiwork in the woman's de- 
partment, and by permitting in this de- 
partment the sale of women’s wares.

No article 
s0 marked can compete for a premium, 
but it will give women a chance to dis- 
pose of Christmas novelties and ar- 
ticles. I-do this, without any commis- 
sion, and on my own responsibility. 
There is so much work that cannot 
hope to take a prize, that may be sold 
at a profit to the exhibitor. Articles 
sold cannot he taken away until the 
closing day of the fair, but IY will look 
after all such negotiations.”

In an Egypt 

I went through th Assiout training 
college with its pt ident, the Rev. 
John Alexander, D. lL) who has been 
in charge of the institution for almost 
a generation and to whom it is largely 
dte that it is the most successful in- 
stitution of its. kind in northern Africa. 
Dr. Alexander is by birth an Ohioan., 
He was educated at Wooster university 
and it was shortly after he left there 
that he came out to Egypt. He has 
lived in Egypt ever since and he knows 
the people and their wants as well as 
any man in it. He tells me that the 
Egyptians are thoroughly aroused as 
to the advantages of modern educa- 
tion and that ‘they could use more 
schbols and better facilities than either 
the government or the mission can 
now supply. He tells me that he has 
to refuse many applications for en- 
trance to the training college for lack 
of room and that the institution stands 
ready to ervct new buildings as soon 
as it can raise the money. It has al- 
ready bought twenty acres of land at 
..@ junction of the Nile and the great 
irrigating canal which runs from here 
to the Fayoum, and it now needs only 
an appropriation for additional’college 
buildings, My careful examination 
shows me that the college is ably and 
economically mana@ ed, and I know of 
no place where am one of our rich 
men can better invest his surplus and 
have it pay big dividends in a charita- 
ble way than right here. 

Forced to Play Football. 

This college is on the dormitory plan. 
The most of its seven hundred students 
live in the buildings and they are con- 
tinually under the eyes of their pro- 
fessors. The training partakes some- 
what of a military order. The boys 
must not only go to the class rooms, 
but they have to attend the chapel, 
the weekly prayer meeting and the 
Sunday school. They ere also com- 
pelled to take part in college athletics. 
Twice a week they have to engage in 
foot ball and tennis, and every effort 
{is made to develép the malong the | 
lines of our civilization. I am told | 
that they study well and that they are 
doing good work on track and foot 
ball field. 

I wish I Gould show you these Egyp- 
tion boys as I saw them today. There 
were seven hundred and thirty of them 
in the campus when I went through. 
They were bright-eyed, dark-faced 
yonng fellows, ranging in age from ten 
to twenty years and coming from every 
class of Egyptian life. Some were Mo- 
hammedans, the fatalistic, somber fol- 
lowers of the prophet, and others were 
Copts having the bronze faces, the high 
cheek bones and black eyes which 
mark them as the déscendants of those 
who oppressed the Israelites when Pha- 
roah ruled. All the students wear red 
fes caps which extend about eight 
inches above their heads, and they

This is for the rich, 
who can pay ag much as $100 a year for 
room and board. The second table is 
filled by students who can afford to pay 
only $60 a year, and the third, by those 
who have not more itthan $35 per year. Of 
the students of the first class only two 
or three live in one room, and of the sec- 

The students are of all classes and con. 
while those of 
the third class are lodged in large 
rooms accommodating twenty or thirty, 
each of whom has his Own bed, w.uch 
himself. 

The students of the second class have 
simpler food than those of the first, and 
they eat with their fingers in native 
style. Those of the third clasg have still 
cheaper food, but in all cases it ig as 
good or better than the Dboys get at 
home, for they have wheat bread and 
meat at least once or oftener every 
week. 

A student must pay at least $! eae ses- 
gion in money, but as far as is possibie 


he may work out the rest of his ex-| 


penses. The ordinary tuition is only $10 
a year. 

Many of the students of this college 
are Copts. They belong to that class of 
natives who are the direct descendants 
of the ancient Egyptians. They are more 
intelligent than the Mohammedans and 
they are shrewd clerks and, as many of 
them are educated, they have a large 
part of the minor government appoint- 
ments. 


The British are now trying to coddle 
the Mohammedans, as they form. the 
great majority of the population, and 
are giving them offices in preference ta 
the Copts. This was recently charged by 
a Coptic committee, which called on 
Lord Cromer shortly before he left 
Egypt and objected to his crowding 
out these native Christians and giving 
their places to the followers of the 
prophet. The crowding out of the Copts 
is done in a curious way. Take for in- 


stance the selection of students for the 
training school for policemen, Before 


examinations all applicants have to give 
their names, and the Copte can thus be 
easily distinguished from the Moham- 
medans. The Copt boys get their names 
from,the characters of the Bible, while 
the names of the Mohammedan boys 
come from the Koran. When the exam- 
ination .papers are turned in the judges 
are instructed to mark down all those 
who bear such names as Moses and 
Jacob, Peter and Paul, and to recom- 


mend for appointment the Mohammeds, 
the Alis and the Hassans, 


Coptic Millionaires and Their Char- 
ities. 


The Copts are the shrewdest business 
men of Egypt. Many of them start life 
poor and grow rich. It is a common 
Baying here that no Jew can compete 
with them, and they have driven the 
Jews out of the upper part of the Nile 
valley. In Assiot there are a number of 
rich copts who have changed their re- 
Bgion and become Protestant Chris- 
tians, and some of these men are very 
charitable. One, for instance, hag built 
a Protestant native church. He put up 
the building after a visit to Bngland, 
where he was much impressed with 
‘Westminster abbey. Upon his return he 
said he was going to build a church 
for Assiot on the plan of Westminster. 
The missionaries here advised him to the 
contrary, and asked that he make his 
building rectangular instead. But nol 
it must be Westminster abbey or noth- 
ing; and the result is a great:T-shaped 
structure of wood with a long hall tn 
the center and wings at the end The 
church cost about $20,000, and it will 
seat 1,600 people. I attended it last 
Sunday and found the main hell filled 
with dark-faced men in gowns and fez 
caps. The wings were shut off by cur- 
taine, but I was well up in ffont and 
sO near one side that I could looxg 
through the cracks. Each wing was 
Mied with women clad in black balloon-

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WHAT THE WORK DAY IDEA IS DOING FOR SOUTHERN ORPHANS

me: “Why not ask every one, yOung and 
old, rich and poor, to give you the 
earnings of one day for the Decatur 
orphans’ home?” The thought was 80 
wise, so natural, so just the thing 
needed, that Mr. Crumley began. 

He got other orphans’ homes to Join, 
and used The Constitution and. other 
papers over the state. The people said, 
“Yes, I can give one day’s work in 
365, for my babies or «randchildren 
may have to go there. I would rather 
work one day for somebody else’s ba- 
_bies than to have mine orphans.”’ 

‘The laboring man heard their guarantee 
that if they sent their earnings, and 
their children or anybody elses were 
left absolu‘ely destitute, the home would 
love and care for them. . 

The rich man saw the wisdom of 
saving every child from vice, and their 
hearts said they must not let any child 
suffer. 

Another development of Mr. 
gelke’'s suggestion has been the educa- 
tion of the people tto look out for the 
neglected child, the child of the brutal 
drunkard, or the vile woman who 
won't give wp her wiaked life, and to 
appeal to the ordinaries under section 
2605 of the code to save them. 

Also people are learning to help some 
distressed sister, as an act of brother- 
hood and not charity, to rear her famuy 
rather than let her give them up ‘o 
some orphans’ home and break their 
hearts.

A wet handKerchief 
will dampen the envelope sufficiently 
to make the stamp adhere. While 
great care j taken in preparing the 
mucilage that put upon postage 
stamps, it is impossible to insure the 
perfect health of the persons who han- 
dle them. An employee with an in- 
curable disease might spread his ill 
condition through a whole country. It 
mav not be necessary to warn every 
one, but those who have never had 
their attention called to the subject 
will not fail, upon a moment's reflec- 
tion, to see the folly of licking postage 

stamps. :

'WOMAN SHOULD FIGHT 
IN LABOR’S BATTLES 


Mrs. William Robineon, of Atlanta, 
secretary and treasurer of the Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary of the International 
Machinists’ Association, believes it is 
the duty of the wife, sister or daugh- 
ter of the union man to help fight the 
battles of organized labor. The aurx- 
iliary held its first convention at the 
Southern hotel, at St. Louis, on the 
ith, l2th and i3th, having been or- 
ganized during the past two years. 
About 30 delegates were in attendance. 

According to Mrs. Robinson it was 
the agitation by the women sympathiz 
ers with organized labor in Georgia 
that has finaly resulted in the enact- 
ment of a child labor law. Mrs. Robin- 
son points to this achievement as one 
of the results of a woman's interest in 
her husband's affairs. 

“With my husband f began to fight 
for a child labor law in Georgia 
nineteen years ago,” said Mrs. Rob- 
inson tO a reporter. “It was only 
at the last session of the legislature 
that the law was passed, and it will not 
g°0 into effect until January. 

“If organized labor never accomplish- 
és anything else in Georgia the passage 
of this child labor law will be glory 
enough. If I had not sympathized with 
my husband, who is a machinist, I 
could never have done the week for 
the child labor law that J] have. 

“The Woman's Auxiliary of the Fed- 
eration of Labor in Georgta put a child 
labor float in the labor day parade 
three years ago—and afterwards exhib- 
ited it at the state fair—that did more 
than any one other thing to bring 
about the passage of the law. 

“This float showed one party of chfi- 
dren at school, another at work fn the 
factories. It exhibited ft at the fair 
grounds for two weeks and obtained 
the signatures of thousands of people 
to a petition for a ohild labor law. 

“Every member of organized labor 
should enlist the sympathies of his 
wife. Some men are lazy, and others 
think they are too tired to attend the 
meetings of their unions. The wife 
who takes a proper interest tn her 
husband and his work will not allow 
him to miss a meeting of his lodge. 
She will have him there, and not be- 
grudge the time he is away from her. 

“Organized labor will give him 
Shorter hours, and more time to spend 
with his family, as well as better 
wages and better working conditions. 
Shorter hours and better wages make 
better citizens, better husbands, he'- 
ter fathers and better homes. Some 
men who do not belong to any union 
never, except on Sundays, see their 
children in daylight. 

“They get up early, drag their wives 
out of bed to get their breakfast. and 
return home late in the evening. 
Longer hours for men make longer 
hours for women. 

“The wife is the buying member of 
the family. If she ts in sympathy 
with labor unionism, as the wife of 
every member of organized labor 
should be, she will see that she buys 
nothing which does not contain the 
union label. She will Insist on hbheing 
waited on in the stores bv union 
clerks, and she will patronize firms 
only that are fair to organized jla- 
bor.

She will make over her old 
hat and wear them, and fee! 
that she. is helping her husband by 
dging so. Manv a whining wife has 
heen resp:nsiBle for her husband 
breaking his union vows and return- 
ing to work in, tlme of trouble. 

“She will gei up entertainments to 
raise money for the strikers, and hap 
them in a hunc'red ways, if she has 
the union spirit In her. It is the duty 
of every husband to inspire the union- 
ism in his wife, ani thus compel her 
to be loyad to his in erests. 

‘There aré so many “ings a woman 
can do to aid her husband along these 
lines that she should oe always ready 
to make the sacrifice that she knows 
will bring better oppo'tunities to the 
workingman and his fa,aily. 

‘The wife of every rember of a la- 
bor organization shoulda be a member 
of a woman's nuxiliary, and she should 
stand shoulder to sho: lder with her 
husband in his fight for his principles 
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and his right to work under proper 
conditions and at the wages he is ac- 
tually worth. 

‘“T am a union woman through and 
through, heart and soul. Theré is no 
sacrifice that IJ am not willing to make 
for the cause I regret that wives, 
daughters and sisters of machinists are 
not organized thoroughly. We hepe to 
carry forward the work until none will 
be left out of the fold. And when we 
accomplish that’ the union will be far 
stronger than it is today and in a much 
better position to command what it ~~ 
sires.”’ 
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TEXAS MILL HANDS STRIKE FOR 
THBIR UNION. , 

What is said to be the first rebellion 
of cotton mill operators in Texas is 
now on at Denison. Out of a force of 
357 men, women and _ children, 243 
struck for the right to belong to a 
union. Those remaining in the mills. 
were children too young to belong to 
the union, negroes and old men em- 
Dloyed as ‘“‘sweepers,’’ and a small con- 
tingent of ‘national ecabs.” 

Recently Local No. 6!5, United Tex- 
tile Workers, was organized at Deni- 
gon. At once the union demanded a 
reduction of the hours of labor from 
twelve to ten a day. As all the @em- 
ployees appeared to be solidly for the 
demand it was reluctantly granted. 

But now the superintendent has de- 
clared ‘‘war to the knife’ against the 
His first move was to peremp- 
torily discharge the president and sec- 
retary of the organization. The union 
at once ordered a general strike, with ° 
the result as stated above. The mill 
owners declare they will let “rust eat 
up the machinery” rather than recog- 
nize the union, and that no closed shop 
advocate can work for the company. 

Before the union was organized the 
regular hours of work were from 6:30 
a. m. to 6:30 p. m., with forty minutes 
for lunch at noon. There was no reg- 
ular wage schedule and an abominable 
system of ‘docking’ for alleged im- 
perfect work was in force. As a ma'- 
ter of course the unlon got after the 
cruel and unjust system and determin- 
ed to knotk it out. Hence the war on 
the unfon.,

The 
other day a customer, in a great hurry, 
ran into the restaurant, sat at a table 
and was handed a bill wrong side up 
by the flurried waiter. The customer 
put on his pince-nes, ounmed his mus- 
tache witb hie left hand and shouted in 
a voloe of thunder: “Bring me a fly, 
a laudau, two victories and a dogcart. 
| Got any funeral cars?’ The waiter fied. 
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like garments and veiled €0 as to con- 
ceal all but their eyes <A few of the 
women wore Wuropean clothes and 
French hats, showing how the new civ- 
fligation is coming in. 

Another rich Copt has establicghed two 
large primary echools here, one for 
boys and the other for girls. In the 
boys’ eahbool there are five hundred and 
fifty pupils, and in that for the girls 
more than two hundred. These schools 
are taught by native Protestants, and 
not one oent of American money is 
@pent upon them. 

Queer Christians These. 


I am much interested in the Copts. 
There are about 600,000 of them !n the 
coumiry. They look much like the Egyp- 
tians and Gress about the same. The 
women, veil their faces, both in public 
and private, and until about a genera- 
tlen ago the unmarried women wore 
white veils. 

These Copte believe in the ancfent 
form of Christianity. They are about 
the same Christians as Egypt had in 
Roman times. claim St. Mark as 
their Gret and say that he 
preached the gospel at Alexandria and 
started tire sect there. They have a 
patriaroh today, and under him twelve 
bishope and « large number of priests 
and deatone. They have their monks 


they fast and pray, weer shirts of rough 
wool and live upon vegetables. 

The Copte believe in God the Father. 
and in the Lord Jesus Ohrist, as His 
Son. They believe in prayer, and. like 
the Mohammedans, pray five or six 
times s day. They begin their prayers 
at daybreak and are supposed ‘o make 
five eeparate petitions before dark and 
to close up with another prayer. at 
midnight. As they prey they recite a 
pealm or chapter from the gospel: and 
some have rosaries of beads on which 
they count fofty-one times, saying the 
words: 

“Oh! my Lord have mercy.” 

After this they close up with a short 
| prayer. They wash before praying, 
and pray with their faces turned to- 
ward the east. They believe in bap- 
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tism and think that an unbaptised 
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jand nuns, all of whom lead hard lives; | 


They have fixed times for baptism: @ 
boy baby being baptised at forty days 
and a girl at eighty days after birth. 
In the Coptic Churches. 
There are Coptic churches all over 
Egypt, and I find several here in As- 
siout. The average church usually sur- 
rounds a court. It consists of four or 
five buildings, comprising a chapel, a 
hall of worship, the residence of the 
bishop and other rooms. The church 
Proper contains an altar which is sep- 
arated from the rest of the room by a 
screen, covered by a curtain with a 
cross worked upon it. Before this ecur- 
tain stands the priest and the choir and 
the more influential members of the 
congregation. Behind them is a lat- 
tice work, and on the other “de of it 
are the less tmportant men ff the 
church, with the women in the rei” 
Every one is expected to take off his 
shoes when he comes into church, and 
in many of the halls of worship there 
are no seats and the people lean upon 
sticks while the sermon is being 
preached, The service begins at day- 
break, and often lasts four or five 
hours, so that it is no wonder that 
some of the members of the congrega- 
tion fall to chatting during the preach- 
ing, and business and social matters 
are discussed. 
Do Not Trust Thetr Wives. 


I am told that the Copts do not trust 
their wives. Hach has but one, but 
he does not make her his confidant; he 
never tells her any of his business aa. 
crets, and does not pay her as much 
Yrespect as the native Protestant Chris- 
tians pay their wives. He seldom sees 
his wife until he is married, and he ts 
forbidden by his religion to marry any 
one but a Copt. As among the Mo- 
hammedans, marriages are usually a 
matter of business, with ae dowry bar- 
gained upon befcrehand. The favorite 
wedding time is Saturday night, and

riage contract is made all the parties’ 
to it say the Lord's prayer three | 
times; and before the ceremonies are | 
completed the bride is given a steam | 
bath, and her finger nails and toe nails 
are otatnes with henna.

groom a euit of clothing, and a woman 
from her house goes to him to see that 
it is delivered properly and that the 
bridegroom is taken to the bath.

(The 
pedigree is not always quite obvious 
and would hardly pass the College of 
Heralds.) I have been told that he 
acknowledged Hogarth, but he would 
not hear of Turner or Gainsborough. 
Then we know that Millas thought the 
superb Tiepolo a wretched artist, and 
his opinion is quoted as showing his’ 
critical faculty. But when you get a 
painter's estimate of a contemporary 
it is always suspect if not actually 
wrong. If the painter, as I said, is an 
artist, he cannot appreciate a point of 
view antagonist to his own. Burne- 
Jones failed lamentably to appreciate 
Whistier. Some artists are gifted witha 
connoisseurship of the past, but it ig 
in spite of their being painters, not be- 
cause of it, and the claim of modern 
artists to be the only judges of paint- 
ing, past and present, is, I believe, a 
pretentious claim, and one which leads 


to waste places of criticilam. I have 
known many an “old master’ cherished 
as a masterpiece on the authority of) 
painters (not Acsdemicans), who “of 
course knew more about it than you.

A TIMELY SUGGESTION. 

Apropos of parliamentary law, just at 
the beginning of the season, a timely 
suggestion may not come amiss. No 
club should make any pretense at serious 
work unless there is in it somewhere 
some sort of a parliamentary body, cap- 
able of teaching. and drilling the club 
members in all the rudimentary branches 
of this line of club work. There 18 
scarcely a month that some woman is*not 
called upon to act in some official capac- 
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ity who is utterly ignorant of the work- 
ings of a deliberative body, and who ties 
matters in a hard knot simply through 
Sheer ignorance. Besides, if she makes 
no very serious Dreaks, she wastes heurs 
of valuable time, and eventually weartes 
the minds’ and patience of her listeners 
In every club you find right, attractive 
women, possessed of culture and means, 
and therefore of leisure hours, who aré 
utterly at a loss as to how to put a 
simple motion. Such women usually have 
bright ideas and take the lead, only to 
be forced to eventually step down and 
out because they find that the world 
recognizes the fact that they are unfit 
to lead.
